Paris, April 21.—Grave doubts were 
expressed today whether the perfected 
peace treaty would be presented to the 
Grman representatives the coming Fri- 
day. 
While the treaty will be commu- 
nicated to them in substance, it was 
said in well informed quarters that 
would be physically impossible to pre- 
pare the dbe.ument in its complete final 
form, in the four days remaining-. 
Premiers X.!oyd George, Clem,enceau 
and Orlando met again this morning in 
M. Clemenceau's office and resumed 
consideration of the Adriatic question. 
President Wilson again absented him- 
self from the conference. , 
The counci of four will meet this aft- 
ernoon, President Wilson and Premiers 
Lloyd George, Clemenceau and Orlando 
attending. 


The German reply to the ultimatum of 
the council of four that it will not re- 
ceive any German delegation not fully 
empowered to conduct and negotiate 
peace is awaited anxiously in peace con- 
ference circles. The next steps toward 
peace depend on the German reply. 


The announcement by Count von 
Broclvdorff-Rantzau. the German for- 
eign minister, 
that 
his 
government 


would send delegates without full pow- 
ers to receive the peace terms and trans- 
mit them to the German government 
has contributed greatly, the newspapers 
say, toward an alliance between Franc.e 
Great Britain and America. The1 French 
press insists that, negotiations looking, 
toward such an alliance are still in pro- 
gress. 
This morning's newspapers see in 
German's sending "couriers" instead of 
delegates of proper standing: to Ver- 
sailles, nothing but evidence of bad 
faith and a transparent maneuver to 
gain UKIP 
The Echo do Paris says: "The allied 
nnd associated governments are deter- 
mined not to accept subordinate per- 
sonages, and Germany will \v. imme- 
diately notifed that she must send dele- 
gate^..eaviippe(i.-with full powers to con- 
clude peace. 
Upon their arrival at 
Versailles the first step will be to de- 
mand from evidence that they hold 
these powers." 
The Gaulois, indignant at what it 
describes as "the impertinence of Ger- 
many's coup d'theatre." which it re- 
gards as a refusal to sign the treaty, 
says:

works, etc., "and, jjgt also with all the 
farms on- great 'esfWes,""1he continues, 
"these to be worked and managed by 
workmen and peasants councils. 
"With regard to the soviet system." 
Herr Haase went on, "there is some 
difference of opinion, but the most of 
us want it realized in the 
following 
manner: Every factory or similar in- 
stitution to select a special small coun- 
cil to control it, but to have great coun- 
cils of workers formed throughout Ger- 
many, these to have a certain power of 
control over public institutions, courts 
of justice and so on, together with the 
right to place bills before the parlia- 
ment. 


"If forms -proposed were rejected the 


councils would arrange to take a pop- 
ular vote." 
Haase informed the 
correspondent 
that he did not consider a reactionary 
coup impossible in Berlin but that he 
was convinced that such control, if it 
were acquired, could not last more than 
a couple of months if indeed it endured 
as long as that.

This postponment has evidently been 
caused by the failure of the council of 
four of the peace conference in Paris r.o 
reach as yet any solution of the prob-" 
lem raised by Italy's clairris to Fiums 
and the Dalmation coast. 
Dispatches irom Paris .indicate that

News of the j)i>ace conference on 
Sunday showed that representatives or 
Great Britain, France and Italy—the- 
three nations—together with Russia- 
signatorj' of the treaty of London, 
framed at London in 1315 before the. 
entry of Itaiy into the war on the s;dc 
of the entente, were In confrence, ano. 
that President Wilson \vas not present. 
It also announced that he would not b<- 
present when conversations were ro 
opened. 
Mr. Wilson has stood oui.. 


against recognition of the treaty of Lon. 
clon. iijion which Italy's maximum terri- 
torial claims are based, and his absence 
from the meeting- yesterday might have 
been caused by the fact that the Italians 
were invoking thnt convention in sup- 
port of their territorial claims. 


In spite of the warning sent to Ger-
